Reasons for Allowance 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The previously relied 
upon prior art rejection of claims 1-13 to Yim et al. in view of Lambert et al. have been 
overcome by Applicant's arguments. Specifically, Applicants argue that Yim et al. does not 
teach or suggest the claimed compounds. While Yim et al. does teach cyclodextrins which may 
have -0Si(0R)3 groups attached thereto, Yim et al. does not teach cyclodextrins which have - 
0(CH2)3Si(OR)3. The difference between Yim et al. and the instant claims is the presence of the 
propyl spacer. Lambert was relied upon to teach this structural unit. However, as pointed out by 
Applicants, the structures taught by Lambert deviate from the instant claims significantly and as 
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such, renders the combination of Yim et al. and Lambert et al. to be improper. The Examiner is 
persuaded by these arguments. Yim et al. is believed to be the closest prior art.
